1 . Applicant's arguments filed March 10, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., of having the "pending mediated commitment*' relate to some future event to occur at a 
scheduled time) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). It should further be 
noted that "mediated commitment" is not clearly stated and thus Examiner posits it is not unreasonable to interpret pending mediated 
commitment indicating a scheduled commitment with a mediated party to correlate to forwarding a call directly to a subscriber, a voice 
mail box, or a different location (a pending mediated call commitment).
